‘IRISH FREE STATE” ONLY BRITISH DOMINION DENIED 
THE RIGHT TO SECEDE. 


Ireland will have the full sovereignty and independence of 
other self-governing British dominions except in one important 
respect She is denied the right to secede from the empire. That 
is the interpretation to be placed upon the statement of Baron 
Birkenhead, Lord Chancellor of England, that “there is one im­ 
portant reservation” in the charter of liberty just bequeathed to | 
the “Irish Free State.” 
Canadian, Australian and New Zealand relations with thej 
mother country contain no such restriction. 
The question of J 
secession never has arisen in their case, but it long has been thor­ 
oughly understood both in Great Britain and the oversea domin­ 
ions. that should the hour come when they care to secede no 
British shot would be fired to restrain them. The reason for not 
harnessing Canada, Australia and New Zealand to the Imperial 
Crown as Ireland is to be harnessed is geographical and strategic. 
Even if Canada, Australia or New Zealand were able to achieve 
her independence, such defection from the British Empire would 
involve no political or military danger to the mother country. 
The case of Ireland is different. She is situated as to Eng­ 
lish, Scottish and Welsh soil, much as Cuba is to the mainland of 
the United States. 
The Emerald Isle, in the hands of a hostile 
Power, or allied with a Power at war some day with Great Britain, 
would be /is a pistil pointed at Britain’s heart. It is to prevent 
such a dire contingency that David Lloyd George insists it shall 
not be within the province of the Irish Free State to leave the 
‘frame work of the empire” at its pleasure. 
Britons hope the 
covenant of peace, now signed between themselves and the Irish, 
has been signed with a conciliated Ireland, but they feel the em­ 
bers of hatred and revenge may not be stamped out duping the 
living generation. Thus it is desired to take stem precautions that 
no Irish Government at Dublin, chafing under the memory of 
Erin’s ancient grudges, shall be at liberty to shake off the imperial 
yoke for purposes vengeance.

The 
Gvernment maintains a hand-to-mouth existence on credits, idus- 
tries are paralyzed and students are without schools, while famine, 
floods and brigandage are rampant in the interior. All this, he 
poinls out. will surely affect China’s position at the Conference. 
The President is willing to encourage the introduction of 
provincial self-government when the people really are ready to 
practice it. He says the Government is willing to yield to the 
South on any point that may be accepted with honor.
